A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brooks argued that Mittel et al does not suggest matching the 
resonance frequency during variation as claimed. Mr Horabik indicated that the language of the claim in question is not 
clear as to what is actually being claimed and upon cursory review of the specification could not find support for such a 
limitation. Therefore, as best understood, as mentioned in col. 3 lines 10-34, any frequency oscillating at a value 
between 90-100 Hertz meets the limitation to the extent as claimed. Mr. Brooks' position is the alleged 90-100 hertz 
frequency is not a resonance frequency and referred to other sections of Mittel to support his position. Mr. Horabik 
indicated the examiner willl further consider applicants position upon formal entry thereof .
